1. SUMMARY: ANOTHER SUCCESS FOR GOVERNMENT WAGE POLICY 
WAS CHALKED UP OVER LAST WEEKEND WHEN LEADERS OF 220,000 
HOSPITAL COOKS, CLEANERS, PORTERS, LAUNDRY WORKERS AND 
OTHER NON- MEDICAL STAFF AGREED " UNDER DURESS AND 
PROTEST" TO ACCEPT PAY INCREASES IN LINE WITH THE

2. THE SIX WEEKS OF SELECTIVE STRIKES THROUGHOUT THE 
COUNTRY COST THE PRINCIPAL UNION INVOLVED, THE 
NATIONAL UNION OF PUBLIC EMPLOYEES, AN ESTIMATED 
320,000 POUNDS AND CAUSED WIDESPREAD HOSPITAL DISRUPT- 
ION AND HARDSHIP. UNION LEADERS REGARD THE SETTLEMENT 
AS INTERIM BUT BEFORE CALLING FURTHER INDUSTRIAL ACTION 
LATER THIS YEAR THEY WILL GO BEFORE THE PAY BOARD TO 
PLEAD SPECIAL TREATMENT FOR WHAT IS WIDELY ACKNOWLEDGED 
AS ONE OF THE COUNTRY' S LOWEST PAID GROUPS. WHITE 
THERE ARE SOME REBEL HOLDOUTS IN WALES AND ON MERSEY- 
SIDE AGAINST ACCEPTING THE HOSPITAL SETTLEMENT, MOST
